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Saliva Test 
pena a great amount of protesting from 

Owner Norman W. Church and Trainer El- 
wood Fitzgerald, the stewards at Sania Anita 
Park last week rescinded their suspension of 
Mr. Fitzgeiald and suspended instead the as- 
sistant trainer of the stable, who, because of 
Mr. Fitzgerald’s temporary disability, was in 
direct charge of the horse Proclivity, alleged to 
have been doped. This action is a fairly clear 
statement of the position of the Santa Anita 
Park stewards. They apparently hold that, for 
practical purposes, the saliva test is infallible, 
and that whenever a positive reaction results 
from a test someone must “take the rap.” 

THE BLoop-HorRsE is in no position to insist 
that the authorities of racing retreat from this 
position. If the saliva test is to be used at all, 
it should be accepted as a definite and depend- 
able means of detecting the illegitimate use of 
drugs on race horses. But the effect of this 
case is to raise a larger issue, or rather to at- 
tract new attention to an issue which has been 
raised previously without receiving the full at- 
tention it is due. 

When Mr. Church began his defense of Trainer 
Fitzgerald one of his first moves was to obtain 
the advice of Dr. A. O. Beckman, head of the 
Department of Chemistry at the California Insti- 
tute of Technology. Dr. Beckman’s statement, 
as given to the press by Mr. Church, included 
the following: 

First is that the report submitted by their chemist 
is a report only on alkaloidal content. Their chemist 
testified before the stewards on Saturday, January 16, 
that, although the saliva showed a positive test for 
alkaloid, he could not swear that a stimulant was 
present, and regardless of reports quoting a_ steward 
that the stimulant was stronger than a lighthouse in 
a fog, on the contrary Mr. Maas stated that the slight- 
est trace of alkaloid being present would give the 
results which he reported positive, and that was all 
he found. . 

It is essential to distinguish between a positive test 
for a stimulant and a positive test for an alkaloid; that 
a test showing an alkaloid does not necessarily indi- 
cate a stimulant. It might even indicate directly the 
opposite, a depressant. It is well known that many 
common weeds contain alkaloids which you can find in 
the feed or hay fed to horses. The racing board’s 
chemist also admitted that if any alkaloid medicinal 
materials had been recently administered, either in 
the form of internal medicine for external applications, 
such as a mud pack (which happened to be used in this 
instance on Proclivity’s knee), traces of alkaloid would 
undoubtedly be found in the saliva. ve ; 

It seems before anyone should form an opinion in 


i matter that could develop into such serious conse- 
quences to an innocent man, common sense would in- 
dicate that more than the mere presence of an alka- 
loid should be esiablished. It should be proven that 
the alkaloid was actually a stimulant, and turther that 
the alkaloid was present in sufficient amounts to give 
a stimulating action. 

From the evidence which was presented to the racing 
board by their own chemist, as based upon his written 
report, and my conversation with him today, it ap- 
pears that the nature of the alkaloid was not deter- 
mined, and that no attempt was made to find the 
quantity which may have been present and, since the 
saliva has been entirely used up in making the first 
test, it is impossible to make any further iest. 

The question as to whether an alkaloid acts 
as a stimulant or as a depressant does not ap- 
pear a matter of extreme importance. In either 
case its use is illegitimate, and supposedly tends 
to give an advantage to the person who knows 
that a stimulant or a depressant has been ad- 
ministered. 

But if the saliva test brings about the dis- 
barment of the trainer of a horse which has ab- 
sorbed an alkaloid from a mud pack or from 
weeds mixed in his hay (in his oral testimony 
before the Santa Anita stewards Dr. Beckman 
cited jasmine, a common plant in southern Cali- 
fornia fields, as a carrier of the alkaloid ge!se- 
mine), then the saliva test itself needs testing. 

Last year Emerson Davis, who trained the 
horses of Conn Smythe, of Toronto, lost his 
license on a charge involving the doping of Shoe- 
less Joe. It was allegedly Mr. Davis’ second 
offense. The trainer protested, at Toronto, with- 
out effect on official ears, that he had given to 
the horse a colic mixture, but had administered 
no other alkaloid. We understand that a second 
sample of the same horse’s saliva was taken after 
the alleged first offense, following a dose of the 
same mixture and a workout. But officials, though 
taking the second specimen, refused to have it 
analyzed, called the case closed. Between the 
two tests, an experimental test, made after using 
a leg wash, had shown a suspicious reaction. 

The racing public and the training profession 
are due a full statement on this issue, and if the 
present experts on the chemistry of the saliva 
test are not able to make such a statement (one 
that will pass the scrutiny of the acknowledged 
authorities in the field), then an attempt should 
be made to obtain a clarifying exposition of the 
matter from the Federal Bureau of Standards. 
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A TRAINER’S DIARY 


By VENTURE ALL 

ANUARY 18. Another brilliant morning with 

a fine breeze from the sea, which discouraged 
the flies rather effectually, and prevented the 
horses from getting very hot. The wind made 
lindseys necessary in cooling out the workers, in- 
stead of the usual sheet, which alone is necessary 
on the hot still mornings here. Too much horse 
clothing must not be used in Florida, or the 
horses will never cool out. Sister blew out a half- 
mile in :50, starting the first eighth in :14 and 
increasing her speed each succeeding eighth, and 
was hard to pull up. Will enter her in a race 
for 3-year-olds at a mile for tomorrow, and am 
expecting her home on top. Village was sent five 
furlongs in 1:05 and galloped out six in 1:20, 
just failing to run away again. He is feeling 
awfully good right now. Fig and Goldie galloped 
with pony. Light galloped two turns of the 
track; Red, Glow, Friendly, and Blackie one turn. 
Others walked. 

Star ran an excellent race. Ran a couple of 
lengths off the pace, which was hot, took the 
lead at the eighth-pole, but could not stand off 
the bid of the winner, which came up fast from 
behina. Was only beaten about a length, and 
in race-horse time. The odds to place and show 
were “juicy,’”’ which was some compensation for 
the loss of first place. Gretchen surprised me 
by taking the top at the break in her race, with- 
stood repeated bids of three horses, but was so 
used up in doing so that she stopped right on 
the money, finishing fourth. I now have a rider 
who understands Gretchen, and who can make 
her run, so think she will join rank with the assets 
in her next outing. This filly was supposed to be 
only able to go six furlongs, preferably less. This 
race was 13-16 miles. Horses usually go as far 
as they are trained to go, and no farther. 


JANUARY 19. xoldie, Red, Glow, Friendly, 
Blackie and the three chestnut 2-year-olds gal- 
loped once around, and Light made two turns of 
the track. The others, including Sister, who runs 
today, walked. Blacksmith was around to rese! 
plates on two, and got hotter than Village does 
galloping three miles. Blacksmith is one laborer 
who earns his pay, as there is no harder work 
and none reguiring more care. 

Sister came to the paddock much more nervous 
than usual, and when she reached the starting 
gate, kept jumping out of place. The starter 
made the fatal mistake of ordering a twitch put 
on her nose, and then the real trouble started. 
She fought to be rid of the twitch, and came out 
of the stall as fast as she was backed into it. 
The mile chute at Hialeah is very badly located. 
It cannot be seen from the stands, and the run 
to the six-furlong pole is a wide curve, so that 
any horse drawing an outside post position is 
forced to go so much farther than those on the 
inside that very few horses have ever won from 
the outside. Sister drew an outside position, and 
coupled with her bad behavior, it proved an in- 
surmountable obstacle to her winning. She was 
away last, and was unable to improve her posi- 
tion much. Quite a disappointment. 


JANUARY 20. Light, Glow, Village, the dark 
chestnut colt, and the chestnut filly galloped once 
around, and Red and Blackie went twice around. 
Much cooler today and a strong wind, so horses 
did not get hot, and we had an easy morning’s

work. Fig and the light chestnut colt galloped 
with the pony. Others walked. The bay 2-year- 
old colt’s shins are itching, and he tried his best 
all day to gnaw them. Put a bib on his halter 
first, but he rubbed them with the bib in spite of 
his cradle being tied up extra snugly, so also put 
his legs under cotton and bandages, and that had 
him stopped. All stock eating hay well, and most 
of them cleaning up their grain promptly. Others 
at night eat what they leave earlier, so get their 
full ration. 


JANUARY 21. Red, Friendly, and Blackie gal- 
loped once around, and Glow and Village twice 
around the track. Goldie and the light chestnut 
galloped with the pony. Light’s leg has now be- 
come hard and cold, although he still has an en- 
jargement on the side of his shin bone, and this 
morning breezed for the first time in some weeks. 
He went a half mile in :54, and blew mightily, 
as he has become quite fat during his inactivity. 
‘ihe dark chestnut coit and the chestnut filly 
breezed three-eighths in :38. Others walked. 


JANUARY 22. Light, Red, Friendly, and Blackie 
galloped two turns of the track. Gretchen, Star, 
and the dark chestnut colt galloped once around. 
Light chestnut colt galloped with pony. Village 
breezed five-eighths in 1:04 and is doine fine. 
Coat iooks wonderful. Others walked. Glow’s 
ankle persists in hurting him, so I put a mercury 
blister on it, and hope he will be sound after it 
comes off. 


JANUARY 23. Light, Friendly, Fig, Gretchen, 
Star, Village, Blackie, the light chestnut colt, and 
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the dark chestnut colt all galloped once around 
the track. Sister galloped with the pony the first 
time since her race. The bay colt’s shins are cold 
again, so I also sent him to gallop with the pony. 
However, he insisted on biting pony Bill on the 
shoulder at every opportunity, and disporting 
himself as much as possible, so he will be saddled 
on his next trip out. The bay filly seems to have 
a cold, and shows some discharge from her nose 
and eyes, s> ordered two doses daily of “Spawns” 
and some linament on her throat. Her shins are 
still filled and hot from the blister after bucking. 

JANUARY 24. Goldie and the bay colt galloped 
once around, and Village and Blackie galloped 
two turns of the track. Sister galloped with pony. 
Light breezed a half-mile in :52, going perfectly 
sound. Friendly had an easy half-mile breeze in 
the same time, just to keep him from losing his 
form. He has an ankle that grew slightly warm, 
so I am waiting for it to cool before doing any 
fast work with him. Star went three-eighths in 
:37, preparatory to a race tomorrow. The two 
chestnut colts and the chestnut filly breezed three- 
eighths in :38 as a preparation for working away 
from the gate on Tuesday. Others walked. 
Devil’s injuries are much improved, and he is 
daily in the ice-water tub. 


“HIS FIRST WINNER... 


“His Best Winner, The Best He Ever Saw” 


No. 4. Max Hirsch 
HEN Bold Venture came down in front at 
Churchill Downs last May it marked the 
first Kentucky Derby winner ever trained by Max 
Hirsch, but by that time Hirsch was a veteran 
in the training ranks, having saddled his first 
winner more than 32 years before. 

Born in Fredericksburg, Texas, in 1880, Max 
Hirsch first began riding race horses at the coun- 
ty fairs and in quarter-mile races in his native 
state. He then formed a connection with the 
stable of A. H. and D. H. Morris, who maintained 
a stud in Texas at that time with Russell at its 
head. He came east with the Morris stable, and 
Robert W. Walden was his mentor when he began 
riding on metropolitan tracks. He was a good 
light-weight rider, having 60 victories to his 
credit in 1896 and 50 winning mounts the fol- 
lowing year. Increasing weight, however, neces- 
sitated his selling his tack about two years later 
and Max Hirsch undertook a course in the train- 
ing of horses. How well he has succeeded is 
racing history. 

Max Hirsch saddled his first winner at the Fair 
Grounds, New Orleans, ia., on Friday, March 21, 
1902, in the first race of the day over a heavy 
track, a purse of $300 for all ages at 1 1-16 miles. 
This was F. J. Buckdevitz’s Gautama, a 4-year- 
old brown colt by *Galore—-Empress by the un- 
beaten Narragansett, bred in Maryland by R. C. 
Hall. Quoted at 6-1, carrying 107 pounds and 
ridden by Lucien Lyne, who is still active as a 
rider in France and Belgium, Gautama won by a 
length in 1:53 from Love's Labor (110) ridden by 
Winnie O’Connor, with Rose of May (88) ridden 
by Helgesen, third, five others unplaced. 

In the thirty-odd years that have elapsed since 
that eventful day Max Hirsch has cut has name 
deep in racing history. One of his sons, Buddy, 
is a good trainer and his daughter Mary enjoys 
the distinction of being the first woman to be 
granted a trainer’s license in New York State 
she too is following in father’s footsteps. 

The success of Bold Venture in the Kentucky 
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Derby and Preakness to the contrary notwith- 
standing, Max Hirsch avers the best horse he 
ever trained was Sarazen, an unsexed son of High 
Time out of Rush Box, by Box, purchased by the 
late Mrs. Graham Fair Vanderbilt from Phil T. 
Chinn for $30,000 and turned over to Hirsch to 
train. Sarazen was unbeaten as a 22-year-old, and 
won many races thereafter. All told Sarazen won 
27 races and $225,,000, and his victory in the third 
of the Internationals in which he shouldered 120 
pounds and beat *Epinard, Mad Play, Altawood, 
Chilhowee, Princess Doreen, and others, running 
the mile and a quarter in 2:00+5, was about the 
best race ever run by a 3-year-old in this country 
at that distance. 

In the opinion of Hirsch the best race horse he 
ever saw was Equipoise, and the best filly or mare 
he ever saw race was “The Coal Black Lady,” the 
immortal Imp. BEAUCLERC 


STAKES WINNERS IN TAIL-MALE 


OLONEL Frank Moss, Canadian student of 

blood-lines, supplies figures compiled from the 
1936 Supplement of Stakes Winners issued by 
THE BLoop-HORSE a few weeks ago. Considering 
the male lines which are shown in the supplement 
pedigrees, he has traced these to their sources 
with a view to determining the prominence, in 
American and Canadian pedigrees, of various 
important lines of Thoroughbred blood. As Col- 
enel Moss remarks, “though the bodies of Bend 
Or and Domino may be moldering in the dust, 
their genes go marching on.’ Bend Or is the 
source of the greater number of these male 
ancestors. Considering the eight male ances- 
tors of the fourth generation, in 267 pedigrees 
of stakes winners (a total of 2,136), there 
are 294 which trace from Bend Or. In addition 
119 go back to Stockwell, grandsire of Bend Or, 
and 143 go to Springfield, grandson of Stockwell. 
Of American lines, Domino is the most fertile 
source, 263 of the 2,186 stallions running back 
to the “Black Whirlwind,” in addition to a few 
which trace to his sire, Himyar, through Plaudit. 
The tabulation:

Considering six of the “better class stakes win- 
ners” of 1936, Bold Venture, Brevity, Granville, 
Discovery, Reaping Reward, and Pompoon, Col- 
onel Moss found that 17 of the 48 fourth-genera- 
tion male ancestors went back to Bend Or, six 
to Domino, five to Galopin, four to Springfield, 
three each to Isonomy and Musket, two to Han- 
over, and one each to Hermit, Spendthrift, Specu- 
lum, Sardanapale, *Ogden, Ben Brush, Herod, and 
Stockwell.

LONDON, JANUARY 17. 


Weather 


F the present mild weather continues, we should 

see the fittest field on record for the Lincoln- 
shire Handicap on March 17. We haven’t had a 
whiff of frost since early November, and train- 
ers, who are as hard as farmers to please, will 
soon be talking of their charges getting stale! 
An indication of the singularly open weather that 
we are experiencing is provided by the fact that 
the latest Lincoln “whisper” is for Commander 
III, now trained by Captain Elsey at Malton in 
Yorkshire. Those wh» know the sort of weather 
that is usually provided at Malton in January 
will marvel that any thought of Lincoln should 
have penetrated the minds of the stable connec- 
tions at this date. 


We are being pleasantly beguiled with a num- 
ber of so-called Grand National “trials,’’ modest- 
ly endowed ‘chases for which aspirants for Ain- 
tree honors are being saddled in order that they 
can have the tonic effect of a gallop in public. 
As a guide to Liverpool chances, the form is neg- 
ligible. but these outings serve to show how the 
favorites are faring in a physical sense. The 
most interesting bout was that between Golden 
Miller and Drinmore Lad which resulted in a 
dead-heat for the Crawley ‘Chase over three miles 
at Gatwick. The “Miller” was conceding Paul 
Mellon’s sterling jumper 12 pounds and I assume 
that this will be the margin between them in the 
Aintree handicap. 

At Birmingham, we saw Royal Mail in action. 
He finished a moderate third to the King’s horse, 
Marconi, in a two-mile ’chase—-His Majesty’s first 
winner. The distance was not nearly far enough 
to bring out the best qualities of the Grand Na- 
tional favorite. The son of My Prince jumped 
boldly and big. He is a good looking horse, and 
whet beats him will win in the National. Un- 
placed in Marconi’s race was another prominent 
Aintree candidate, Don Bradman. Needless to 
say, the Grand Sefton ‘Chase dead-heater was 
outpaced in this speed affair, but he also jumped 
well. 


Kellsboro’ Jack 


LTHOUGH the result had no bearing on the 

National, I must mention the race that 
Kellsboro’ Jack won at Hurst Park last week. 
It was a three-mile and 180-yard affair, and the 
1933 National winner gave 13 pounds and a three 
parts of a length beating to the 6-year-old Ma- 
caulay, one of the best of the younger brigade 
and an entry for the Cheltenham Gold Cup. I 
doubt if Kellsboro’ Jack has ever accomplished 
anything better over a park course, and it was a 
pity that Mrs. Ambrose Clark, who is on her way 
here from the States, missed the pleasure of see- 
ing her favorite 'chaser’s sparkling display. Thus 
within the past fortnight we have seen in action 
the three Grand National winners, Reynoldstown, 
Golden Miller, and Kellsboro’ Jack, and each 
has put up a sterling performance—a fact that 
those sentimentalists who aver that the National 
test “ruins” a horse might well ponder. 

What a marvelous race we are promised among 
these three champions in the Cheltenham Cup! 
Kellsboro’ Jack, of course, has never shown 
his best form over the Prestbury Park stretch— 
Golden Miller has trounced him in several of his 


- - - By The Briton 
five Gold Cup successes. Reynoldstown has never 
run for the trophy, but Major Furlong is san- 
guine that his dual National winner will take 
down the number of the “Miller” on March 4. 
But Miss Dorothy Paget's jumper is a champion 
indeed at Cheltenham, and I am optimistic that 
he will equal the Ascot record of old Brown Jack 
by notching a sixth successive win. The danger 
to him, as I read the situation, is not Reynolds- 
town, but the handsome Morse Code, a stable 
companion of Kellsboro’ Jack. Incidentally, it 
will be a treat for paddock critics to look over 
this Gold Cup field. I have had a long experi- 
ence of the game but I have never seen together 
four ’chasers which combined such ability with 
good looks as do Kellsboro’ Jack, Golden Miller, 
Morse Code, and Reynoldstown. And I think 
“Jack” would get the rosette in the show ring, if 
I were judge. 


The National 

EVERTING to the Grand National outlook, I 

have been engaged upon a handicap of the 
entries, and it may interest readers to see how 
my estimate compares with the official compila- 
tion which is Que scon. The more I consider the 
event, the more I am convinced that, bar a su- 
preme fluke, the issue can be narrowed down to 
10, at the most. It passes comprehension that 
the owners of half the 60 nominations could have 
the effrontery to enter such cattle. Quite a num- 
ber, of course, are put in by clever people who 
hope to sell their horses before the race to some 
enthusiastic owner-rider or wealthy American. 
Others are the property of optimistic amateurs 
who propose taking the mount and hoping for 
the best. What Tipperary Tim accomplished and 
Davy Jones nearly brought off may truly be re- 
garded as within the realms of possibility for 
some of the sorry old hair-trunks among the 
present list. But 99 times out of a 100, good 
horses win the National, and we should be wast- 
ing time in considering weird possibilities. 

As an illustration of the poverty of the pres- 
ent entry, it will be noted that such famous train- 
ers as Tom Leader, Captain Whitaker, W. Payne, 
Tom Coulthwaite, Basil Briscoe, and Percy Wood- 
land cannot produce a candidate among them. 
Newmarket stables, which have sent out six Na- 
tional winners in the last 14 years, have not made 
an entry. Although the revised conditions give 
the handicapper an additional seven pounds 
range, it is still impossible to put in the moderate 
animals with a chance. Not that I have any sym- 
pathy with those in the 140-pound division which 
ought to be weighted with 84 pounds. As I have 
stated, it seems mere impudence to be challeng- 
ing for a £10,000 prize with a horse that would 
not make 200 guineas in the sale ring. 

Many of the owners will not be bothering 
about the weights allotted. In at least five 
instances those concerned are fully aware that 
over-weight will be necessary. E. E. Bailey, the 
keen owner-rider of Pucka Belle, cannot scale 
less than 154 pounds and the least that T. Han- 
bury, who proposes taking the mount on Arc de 
Triomphe, can do, is 151 pounds. E. Wilson hopes 
to renew acquaintances with Sphinx III, one of 
the safest and soundest hunters in the Norfolk 
Country. He has difficulty in scaling 154, even 
on the lightest saddle, yet his mount cannot be 
apportioned an ounce more than the minimum. 
Thus, everything seems to be conspiring favor- 
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ably towards the big battalions, which to my 
reckoning comprise Golden Miller, Royal Mail, 
Drinmore Lad, Delaneige, Bachelor Prince, Don 
Bradman, Emancipator, and Double Crossed. So 
far as the remainder are concerned, they rank 
as names only. Each and every one will require 
all the luck that’s going, and then some, to level 
up the handicapping disadvantages they are asked 
to overcome. 

Speedy as he is, Rightun is not the type for 
Liverpool, and I have wagered £15 to £5 against 
his completing the course. 

The cost to enter is 10 sovereigns. A further 
50 sovereigns is due if forfeit is not paid by Feb- 
ruary 2, and another 40 sovereigns (100 sover- 
eigns in all) for those left in on March 9. I think 
there will be a very considerable winnowing at 
the final forfeit stage, and my guess is that there 
will not be more than 25 starters. In giving my 
forecast of the handicap, however, I include the 
names of the probable riders as the entry list 
stands:

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SIDELIGHTS ‘ 
Three-Year-Olds 


ITH two important 3-year-old events coming 

in a month or so, the Flamingo Stakes and 
the Santa Anita Handicap, there is reason for 
attempting to estimate the comparative worth of 
the horses which have performed this year. And 
so a handicap is in order, with certain restric- 
tions. I hope the restrictions will be read twice. 
The following handicaps are based on 3-year- 
old performance in 1937. They do not consider 
juvenile achievements, any more than if these 
had never been. They pay no attention to horses 
which have not carried silks since January 1. 
They ignore workouts. There may be, at Santa 
Anita Park and Hialeah Park, plenty of 3-year- 
olds which can give pounds and a beating to any 
enumerated here. That is no concern of mine, 
nor of these handicaps. The following ratings, 
then, are based only on performance under silks 


in 1937. If that is clear, here are the handicaps:

These handicaps have obvious disadvantages. 
Few of the ranked horses have tried a mile; some 
have gone seven-eighths. Most have stopped at 
six furlongs, and it is likely that some of them 
will always stop there. Not many have run 
enough races to afford any secure basis for com- 
parison. It is inevitable that the rankings will 
change more or less from race to race until more 
reliable form is established, and it is my inten- 
tion to alter them from time to time, in the light 
of new performance. But the above ratings seem 
justified, based only on January racing. 


Vanderbilt's Candidates 


HOUGH such good juvenile performers as 

Bottle Cap, Case Ace, Coramine, and others 
are named for the $50,000 added Santa Anita 
Derby, 3-year-old developments at the Arcadia 
track indicate that Alfred Vanderbilt has no bad 
hand for the too-rich event in Stand In and 
Sharpshooter. Neither was worth a quarter, as 
the phrase goes, at two. Stand In waited until 
the last day of the year to leave the maiden 
ranks, which he did by four lengths from a very 
mediocre field, over a muddy track. Since that 
time he has won two six-furlong races at Santa 
Anita, the last one, at level weights, from the 
well regarded Gerald, in the very good time of 
1:1024. Stand In is by Pompey—The Spare, by

the Astoria Stakes. 

Sharpshooter failed to hit anything in six 
starts at two, but graduated by six lengths in a 
3-year-old maiden race, at six furlongs, on Janu- 
ary 19. Three days later he was beaten a head 
by Cross S. at one mile, after being forced wide 
in the stretch. His breeding suggests he'll run 
on. He is by Chance Shot—Alert, by *Trompe la 
Mort. He is the second foal of his dam (herself 
a winner), the first being Jackfull, a winner of 
some eight races at two and three. The second 
dam was Ormonda, good stakes winner, dam of 
Brevity and Osmand, and grandam of Reaping 
Reward and National Anthem. Families do not 
get much better. 

Both Stand In and Sharpshooter took a thor- 
ough beating in the San Vicente Stakes, but a 
20-horse race at seven furlongs is not calculated 
to prove a great deal.

Flood Relief 


AST week a committee 
solicit funds for flood relief from horsemen 
all over America, and telegrams were sent to 
race tracks and prominent owners. The response 
was immediate and generous. Horsemen “set 
it in” as if they had 2 to 1 on a 3-to-5 shot. 
J. H. Whitney contributed $2,500, as did Mrs. 
Payne (Greentiece Stable) Whitney. E. R. Brad- 
ley and J. E. Widener gave $1,000, as did the 
Los Angeles Turf Club. Hialeah Park began a 
series of four special races which will raise a 
total of about $8,000. Collections at the Fair 
Grounds, up to last Saturday, were about $700. 
Warren Wright, of Calumet Farm, gave $500, 
and other contributors of substantial sums were 
Hal Price Headley, Dr. Fred Rankin, E. J. 
Tranter. One Lexington bookmaker gave $100. 
The Thoroughbred Club gave $100. Employees 
at Idle Hour Farm raised $77. Daily publica- 
tion of gifts in Lexington newspapers showed 
dozens of contributions from horsemen ranging 
from $5 to $50. From all over the American 
Turf, in brief, came donation after donation. 
And there were many more, made directly to 
the National Red Cross, which naturally escaped 
my attention. It is fairly safe to say that relief 
funds from the Turf will total $30,000 or more, 
and it is equally safe to say that no other single 
group gave as freely. Add to this the fact that 
few horsemen were directly affected by the 
flood—most of the “horse country’ was not 
troubled at all--and you have a record of un- 
selfishness of which the Turf may well be proud. 
At the head of the National Red Cross is Ad- 
miral Cary T. Grayson, prominent breeder and 
owner, who maintains a breeding establishment 
at Blue Ridge Farm, Upperville, Va. 
Contributions for flood relief are still being 
received, and may be sent either to THE BLOOD- 
HORSE or to Wallace Muir, 602 City Bank Build- 
ing, Lexington.

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FLORIDA 


HIALEAH PARK 


ATN comes and goes at Hialeah Park, with- 

out seriously inconveniencing patrons, since 
an hour’s sunshine dries most of it out. But the 
racing strip is more stubborn, and on Friday and 
Saturday of last week the Miami track had a 
muddy oval. Attendance and pari-mutuel play 
were not much affected, but fields were a trifle 
smaller than average. 

Favorites had their troubles during the week. 
The first race cf the week, on January 25, went 
to the first choice, Starmount Stable’s Catalysis, 
a Stimulus 2-year-old which was making her 
first start, but no other favorite got in. Among 
the severer blows which form took were the 
defeat of the odds-on Danarco by Mrs. Emil 
Denemark’s Uneasy, and the failure of Colum- 
biana, at siightly more than even money, in a 
one-mile allowance race. On Tuesday four fa- 
vorites won, none at extremely short odds, and 
there were three on Wednesday, including Green- 
tree Stable’s Eli Yale, one of the better 3-year- 
olds at the track. On Thursday three more suc- 
ceeded, including the odds-on pari-mutuel field 
of Radio Charm and Witch Hazel, which ran 
one-two in the juvenile event. Then came the 
mud, and 13 successive favorites went under, 
the last race on Saturday going to the first 
choice at 23 to 10. 

Most important development of the week was 
the victory of White Cockade in the stakes event 
of Saturday, the Diavolo gelding showing a very 
good performance. Whopper’s defeat meant 
little, as the big *Pharamond II horse suffered 
from a misjudged ride. Tintagel got out again 
on January 26, was beaten back to third place 
by Fraidy Cat (in 1:10‘; for six furlongs) and 
Lady Higloss. The second dead heat of the meet- 
ing came January 30, between Queen Vic and 
Galon Boy. 

WHITE COCKADE WINS IN MUD 

Ogden Phipps’ White Cockade sprang a con- 
siderable surprise last spring by beating Brevity 
in the Withers Stakes. In the Travers, at Sara- 
toga, he ran out badly and was subsequently 
retired for the season. In three starts at Hia- 
leah Park in January he was made favorite, was 
beaten off. His fourth 1937 start was in the 
Miami Beach Handicap ($3,500 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, one mile) on January 30, in which 
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Hal Price Headley’s Whopper (122) was a strong 
favorite. White Cockade (114), suited by the 
mud, ran a good race to win by a neck. 

Araho Stable’s recently purchased Mucho 
Gusto (112) made the pace for the first six fur- 
longs, with Elmer Dale Shaffer’s Floradora (113) 
forcing him aiong. Count Morse (114) also was 
in the thick of the early running, but was in deep 
footing along the rail. Jockey Hilton Dabson 
was holding White Cockade in fourth place, and 
those who looked for the favorite found him in 
last place after a half-mile. Jockey Stevenson, 
apparently trying to hold the big *Pharamond 
II horse off the pace, got him messed about 
badly. He started circling the field on the last 
turn, lost whatever chance he had when he went 
very wide into the stretch. Mucho Gusto tired 
after completing the turn, and Floradora went 
into the lead. But behind her White Cockade was 
running at last. Coming to the outside he ran 
down the filly, held on gamely to win from her 
by a neck. Two lengths farther back Mrs. Emil 
Denemark’s Two Bob (112) took third place, 
after closing many lengths in the stretch. The 
failing Mucho Gusto was fourth, a length in 
front of Whopper. Count Morse, Bulwark (109), 
and Top Dog (109) completed the field. Time, 
12415, :4745, 1:18, 1:39, track muddy. Stakes 
division, $2,890, $750, $300, $150.

He has won five races including 
the Youthful Stakes at two, the Withers at 
three, has finished three times second, four times 
third, and has earned $29,610. White Favor, from 
the first American-born crop of *Sir Gallahad 
III’s foals, won one of her four starts at two. 
Her first foal, Appomatox, was a winner, and 
White Cockade, foaled at A. B. Hancock's Clai- 
borne Stud on April 15, 1933, is her second. Her 
only other foal is a 1937 juvenile, a full sister to 
White Cockade. *Martha Snow is also dam of 
Nimba (Lawrence Realization, Coaching Club

TEXAS 


ALAMO DOWNS 

FTER a three-day intermission, Alamo 

Downs reopened on January 23, drew a 
crowd of about 4,000, which wagered $66,783, or 
about $20,000 less than on the previous Saturday. 
Monday was clear but chilly, and the turnover 
dropped to $45,144. On Tuesday the weather was 
good, and the wagering total $66,167. Further 
figures are not yet available, but the weather 
is an accurate index to prosperity at the San 
Antonio track. For four days last week con- 
ditions were good, but on Friday and Saturday 
there was rain again. The track might just 
possibly have broken even, with purses reduced 
from $500 to $400, but it could hardly have 
made back any of the money it had lost during 
the first two weeks. 

Best race of Saturday, January 30, was a 619- 
furlong dash, under handicap conditions, for 3- 
year-olds and up. The winner, at odds-on, was 
W. C. Stroube’s Croon, 6-year-old Stimulus mare 
which won by a half-length from Valdina Farms’ 
3-year-old Tedall, by *Teddy. 

On January 30 President Raymond Russell 
posted a $2,000 license fee with the State for 
the second half of the meeting, quieting rumors 
that the track would not complete its schedule. 


THREAT FROM AUSTIN 

It is expected that Gov. James V. Allred, of 
Texas, will include in his message to the Legis- 
lature a demand that Texas racing laws be re- 
pealed. However, since Governor Allred made 


the same demand without noticeable results on 
February 11, 1935, Texas racing interests are 
not greatly alarmed. In that instance the repeal 
forces were aided by a racing scandal at Alamo 
Downs, when 15 trainers were suspended for 
stimulating horses and “fixing races.”” Even so, 
the repeal bill came to nothing, after complicated 
parliamentary maneuvering by both sides. Classic 
of the 1935 campaign of repeal was a petition 
from 16 business men of Abilene (population 
about 25,000), stating that racing injured their 
businesses. Abilene had no track, was not near 
any track. 


WEST VIRGINIA 


NEW TRACK 

T a meeting held recently in Baltimore, plans 

were discussed for establishment of a new 
race track in West Virginia, to be located either 
at Martinsburg or in the northern section about 
22 miles from Pittsburgh. Henry S. Horkheimer, 
master of Three Cousins Farm, Maryland, and 
J. H. Louchheim, Philadelphia, are heading the 
syndicate which is considering the new track. 
Pittsburgh, Washington, and Baltimore are all 
near enough to add to the support of the proposed 
track. 


PROCLIVITY 

TEWARDS at Santa Anita, declaring that 

Norman Church's Proclivity was stimulated 
on January 1, suspended trained E. L. Fitzgerald 
for an indefinite period (THE BLOOD-HORSE, Jan- 
uary 23, page 145). A bitter fight was at once 
begun by Owner Church and Trainer Fitzgerald 
(THE BLoop-HORSE, January 30, page 183). On 
January 27, stewards reinstated Trainer Fitz- 
gerald, suspended indefinitely Assistant Trainer 
T. J. Carroll. Reason for the action: 

Although E. L. Fitzgerald's name appears on_ the 
program as trainer, owing to illness he has not been 
eble to fulfill his duties, which have been carried on 
by T. J. Carroll, a licensed trainer. 
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CALIFORNIA 


SANTA ANITA PARK 


ITH a pari-mutuel handle running a trifle 

above $400,000 daily, Santa Anita Park last 
week passed the middle of its 53-day meeting. 
On Friday and Saturday there was rain, and a 
muddy racing strip, but fields held up quite well. 
Whatever the weather, Santa Anita seems likely 
to turn in the most successful of its three sea- 
sons. 

The week brought out few developments. 
Among the juveniles, Alfred Vanderbilt’s well re- 
garded Jack Be Nimble went under on January 
30, finishing fifth in a _ seven-horse field, after 
swerving at the start. The winner was R. C. 
Woodruff’s Ward Boss, a son of *Golden Broom. 
The 3-year-old situation got no clearer. William 
Le Baron’s Brown Jade, a California-bred daugh- 
ter of Alexander Pantages, had shown well in 
defeating two fields of fillies of her age, but 
showed nothing in the San Vicente Handicap, 
which was intended as a sprint trial for the 
$50,000 added Santa Anita Derby. This race, an 
account of which appears below, drew 20 starters, 
with resultant interference, and proved very 
little, though the three placed horses, Merry 
Maker, Coramine, and Upper Berth, had to run 
good races. There were, however, many good ex- 
cuses for some of the losers. 

In the handicap field, the most important de- 
velopment was the victory of J. H. Whitney’s 
Mr. Bones in an overnight handicap on January 
27. The *Royal Minstrel colt did not have a 
great deal to beat in the six-furlong event, but 
proved at least that he is training well. H. C. 
Hatch’s Sweepstaff scored a hollow victory on 
January 29, in a 11-16-mile Class B handicap, 
and Tick On, which was third in this race, was 
making a very encouraging run at the end, after 
having been in close quarters. 


SAN VICENTE HANDICAP 


Santa Anita Park bettors, wisely feeling that 
a six-horse pari-mutuel field was a good bet 
in a 20-horse race, made the “field” a very 
strong third choice in the San Vicente Handicap 
($3,500 added, 3-year-olds, seven furlongs) on 
January 30, saw “field” horses finish first and 
third. The race began as a duel between Mr. 
Blaze (112) and Mrs. C. S. Howard’s Coramine 
(112), with the Blazes colt having a length the 
best of it for six furlongs. Then he quit almost 
to a walk, and in the last furlong dropped back 
17 lengths to finish twelfth. Coramine held the 
lead briefly. Up from seventeenth place had 
come M. Shea’s Merry Maker (108), and the 
Cynic gelding was going brilliantly through the 
stretch, apparently well pleased with the muddy 
track. He caught Coramine in the last furlong, 
drew out to win by a length and a half. The 
Stimulus filly clung determinedly to second 
place, two lengths in front of J. H. Whitney's 
Upper Berth (108), which closed from tenth to 
third in the last furlong, finished a nose in front 
of A. C. Compton's Clingendaal (118), which also 
made up much ground. In order followed Lake 
View (109), Robert L. (110), Alice G. (107), 
Danger Point (110), Best Beau (109), Jargo 
(114), Valted (113), Papenie (114), Brown Jade 
(107), Sharpshooter (110), Sir Oracle (116), 
Final Appeal (197), Fair Lead (120), Whichcee 
(116), and Stand In (116). Fair Lead, Sharp- 


shooter, Jargo, Alice G., and Lake View had 


been prominent in the early running, but faded 
badly. Time, :2245, :4615, 1:1336, 1:2736, track 
muddy. Stakes division, $3,915, $500, $250, $125, 
$20. Johnny Longden rode the winner, which 
was at 58 to 10. The favored Church entry of 
Sir Oracle and Fair Lead were at 53 to 10.

Max Hirsch (from Breeder Jack Howard) for 
$1,500 at the Lexington Fall Sales. Mr. Hirsch 
was apparently bidding for Mrs. Parker Corn- 
ing, for whom he was training, for Merry Maker 
first appeared under her silks, won three races 
before he was claimed, by K. Kamen, for $4,500 
at Aqueduct in June. He did not win for his new 
owner, and was sold privately to his present 
owner in August. The San Vicente Handicap 
was his third victory for Mr. Shea. In all he 
has raced 20 times, won six races, finished second 
three times, third six times, and has earned 
$8,505. He is the third winner, first stakes win- 
ner, for his sire, which stands at John S. Wig- 
gins’ Military Stock Farm, Paris, Ky. Isabella 
won at three and four, and also produced the 
winner Little Cynic. Her only other foal, Guate- 
mala, also by Cynic, has raced but has not 
placed. Winnie McGee, a winner at three and 
four, also produced the winners Seguro (Tan- 
foran Thanksgiving Handicap), Bob Kernan, 
Spanish Red, Sunny Bob, Winnie Jo, and Lithu- 
ania (also producer), and the producer Queen 
of Wenonah. Winnetka also produced the win- 
ner Jack Wiggins, was half-sister to Miss Eddie, 
dam of five winners, grandam of St. Bernard. 


MAY HAVE RUNG TWICE 


Now that Earl Beezley’s Blue Boot proves not 
to be Blue Boot, but Exotude, officials are be- 
ginning to doubt the identity of Exotude, since 
the performance of the Beezley filly seem a bit 
above Exotude’s class. Exotude, running as Blue 
Boot, covered the last quarter of the Longacres 
Mile in a shade under 23 seconds. She charac- 
teristically startes slowly, runs over horses at 
the end of fairly long races. Santa Anita stewards 
consider this unusual behavior for a daughter of 
Wise Counsellor. 

On January 29, Collyer’s Eye, racing publica- 
tion, quoted F. P. Letellier, a former owner of 
Exotude, as follows: 

There is more back of this ringing of Blue Boot and 
alleged subsitution of Exotude for the mare. I owned 
Exotude and the markings submitted to me and pre- 
sumably those in possession of the officials at Santa 
Anita who made the ruling are not at all similar. Fur- 
thermore, it is more or less of a libel on one's intelli- 
gence to even think that Exotude could run that fast. 
Personally, I feel even now someone is being imposed 
upon. 


BAY MEADOWS 

A program of 14 stakes events will be offered 
this spring at Bay Meadows, where a 25-day 
meeting opens April 24, runs through May 29. 
Richest is the $10,000 added Bay Meadows Han- 
dicap, which went last year to Major A. C. Tay- 
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owner; W. A. Shea, trainer. aa 
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lor’s Special Agent. Three-year-olds have their 
best chance in the $5,000 California Derby, and 
a similar endowment is given the Bay Meadows 
Fashion Stakes, a one-mile event for 3-year-olds 
and up. The program represents almost a doub- 
ling of the 1936 spring stakes program, as last 
year eight events with a total endowment of 
$27,500 were offered, as against 14 this year, 
with added money totaling $40,000. Purse mini- 
mum at the meeting will be $700. The stakes:

REVENUE BY FAITH 
A proposed plan which will allegedly bring in 
$65,520,000 annually to California’s old-age pen- 
sion fund was submitted to the Legislature 
January 6 by Assemblyman Samuel W. Yorty, of 
Los Angeles. This proposal would provide State- 
owned and -operated betting districts, each with 
pari-mutuel facilities (so that the same winner 
would pay different prices according to location 
of the betting), with the State taking 12 per 
cent of all wagering, plus breakage to the dime. 
Other proposals for legalized bookmaking, 
made pale and flaccid by the Yorty scheme, pro- 
vide for $1,000 yearly licenses plus 4 per cent 
of the gross bets; for $2,000 yearly licenses 
with no more than one bookmaker for every 
50,000 population; for $1,500 annual licenses plus 
6 per cent of the gross bets. 


DEL MAR TURF CLUB LICENSED 

On January 27, the California Horse Racing 
Board granted a license for a 25-day race meet- 
ing to the Del Mar Turf Club, which has leased 
the Fair Grounds of the twenty-second Cali- 
fornia agricultural district, at San Diego. The 
meeting will run from July 3, 1937, to August 7, 
1937, with Sundays, Mondays, and one week-day 
excluded. In the announcement of the granting 
of the license, the Horse Racing Board said: 

The board feels that they [the Del Mar Turf Club] 


will conduct a meeting which will be a credit to the 
sport and that the addition of the meeting to the 
present schedule will give to California the greatest 


racing program of any state in this country. It will 
be of special benefit to the breeders and owners of 
Thoroughbred horses in the state, and will provide 
an added attraction to tourists to visit our South Coast. 


RULINGS 

Suddenly cracking down on jockeys at Santa 
Anita Park, stewards there on January 19 fined 
Willie (Smokey) Saunders $100, denied him the 
privileges of the course for 10 days, for foul 
riding on the previous Saturday. For not per- 


servering with Stand In, Leo Fallon was fined 
$25 on the same day, and Allan Gray, for foul 
riding, was fined $25. 

On January 27 Tommy Luther and L. Knapp 
were each fined $10 for slapping 2-year-olds with 
their hands, in races in which whips were for- 
bidden. On January 28 Jockey Gray was again 
guilty of foul riding, was fined $200, and Ralph 
Neves, for the same offense, was fined $100. 


WEST COAST SALE 

First of a series of sales, planned to develop 
into a Western equivalent of Saratoga and Lex- 
ington sales, was scheduled at Santa Anita Park 
on February 1, on the clubhouse te~race, with a 
section of the track serving as sales ring. 
Doc Bond, who served as auctioneer at Sara- 
toga and Lexington last year, acts in the 
same capacity at Santa Anita. First consign- 
ment included 26 horses owned by J. W. March- 
bank, who has announced his retirement from 
racing, though not from breeding. Most of the 
Marchbank lots were horses in training. 


HOLLYWOOD TURF CLUB 

Though a temporary permit, granted by the 
California Horse Racing Board, has been re- 
scinded, directors of the Hollywood Turf Club 
voted January 23 to proceed with the construc- 
tion of a second track, near Los Angeles, at Ingle- 
wood. The organization claimed to have spent 
$300,000 on the plant before the permit was re- 
called. Protests from civic, religious, and fraternal 
organizations were given as the principal reason 
for the revoking of the permit. 


HORSE RACING BOARD 


To rumors that he would remove the present 
California Horse Racing Board from office, Gov. 
Frank F. Merriam said January 19: 

I have no present intention of removing Carleton 
Burke and William P. Roth—not the least present in- 
tention to do that. Any action that may be taken on 
this matter will depend on the conclusions reached by 
the Governor's commission after it has concluded the 
hearing on the charges filed with me against the board 
and Burke and Roth particularly. 


BOUND VOLUMES 

Orders are accumulating for the bound vol- 
umes of THE BLOOD-HORSE from July—December, 
1936.

KENTUCKY 

FLOODS AND TRACKS 

ECORD breaking flood waters from the Ohio 

crept over the track at Churchill Downs, 
stopped just short of buildings which the Ameri- 
can Turf Association had turned over to relief 
authorities for feeding and housing of refugees. 
About 400 flood victims were being cared for at 
the Louisville track, and track restaurants and 
kitchens, operated by relief agencies, were feeding 
some 3,000 people daily. Executive Director Matt 
J. Winn said no damage was expected to the 
track, since there was no current through the 
flooded sections. Horses which had been stabled 
there were moved to Douglas Park, out of the 
reach of water. 

Less fortunate were Dade Park, near Hender- 
son, Ky., and River Downs, situated on Coney 
Island, near Cincinnati. Dade Park was wholly 
submerged, and severe damage was expected. 
Coney Island, with the river at 80 feet, went 
completely under, and it was reported that many 
stables had been carried away. Almost complete 
destruction was feared. 

Latonia, a few miles from the river, but on 
higher ground, was untouched, and Lexington’s 
Keeneland was completely out of the flood area. 


LYNE IS DEAD 

Sanford Connelly Lyne—‘Pops” Lyne to more 
than one generation of Kentuckians—died Tues- 
day afternoon, February 2, at his home at Bran- 
non, Ky., a few miles from Lexington, from an 
illness which had lasted many months. 

Mr. Lyne, one of the best loved figures of the 
American Turf, was born October 15, 1850, and 
was 86 years old at the time of his death. He 
was the oldest Thoroughbred breeder and owner 
in Kentucky. He had bred and raced horses dur- 
ing the greater part of his long life, but during 
the last few years his colors—orange jacket, 
brown sleeves and brown cap—had been missing 
from the courses. The last good horse bred at 
his Larchmont Farm was the good stakes win- 
ner Brannon. 

Mr. Lyne was the father of Lucien Lyne, the 
internationally famous jockey, who, despite more 
than 35 years in the saddle, is still active as a 
rider in Belgium and France. Surviving Mr. 
Lyne are two sons, Lucien and Will, and four 
daughters, Mrs. S. D. McPhearson, Mrs. S. Loy- 
ell Yerkes, Mrs. Nancy Lyne Johnson, and Miss 
Jane Kay Lyne.

PENNSYLVANIA 


LTHOUGH previous efforts to legalize pari- 

mutuel betting in Pennsylvania have failed 
(especially in 1935, when five bills directed to- 
ward legalizing this form of wagering were 
either defeated or died in committee), friends of 
a measure introduced January 25 by Representa- 
tive Charles Melchoirre, Philadelphia, said that 
they were confident of sufficient support for 
passage. In the Senate, an identical bill was 
introduced by Senator John H. Dent, Jeannette, 
estimated a revenue of $1,000,000 yearly to the 
State. Gov. George H. Earle, who said in 1935 
that as long as he was leader of the Democratic 
party in Pennsylvania the party would not 
“espouse horse racing or rum,” has been quoted 
as saying that he would approve the measure if

AQUEDUCT AND JAMAICA

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PEDIGREE POINTS - 


Inbreeding and Precocity 


NE of the commonest arguments against in- 

breeding is that it results in extreme pre- 
cocity and a consequent lack of durability. For 
the benefit of those who hold this view I have an 
exhibit which should be highly gratifying. 

There were 267 horses which won stakes races 
in North America in 1937, according to the annual 
supplement issued recently by THE BLOOD-HORSE. 
Twenty-three of these, or 8.7 per cent, were in- 
bred with three free generations or less. This is 
about what one would expect. It is about the 
percentage of inbreeding which prevails among 
the Thoroughbred breed as a whole, or possibly 
slightly under the percentage for the breed. 


But among the 267 stakes winners of 1936 were 
79 2-year-olds, and of these there were 11 indi- 
viduals inbred with three free generations or less. 
The percentage of inbred horses among the 2- 
year-old stakes winners was 13.9, considerably 
higher than the general average for the breed. 
Correspondingly, among the 188 older stakes win- 
ners there were only 12 inbred horses, or 6.4 per 
cent. Thus the frequency of inbred horses among 
2-year-old stakes winners was more than twice 
as great as among the older stakes winners. 


When it is considered that only about 25 per 
cent of last year’s 2-year-old stakes winners will 
win stakes this year, and that the 3-year-old 
stakes winners of 1937 will be about 75 per cent 
newcomers to the list, the differences in the in- 
breeding ratio appear to have considerable sig- 
nificance. 

I say that with emphasis on the appear. I don’t 
like to fly in the face of figures. It isn’t safe 
to call them liars. But this time I am disposed 
to discount their significance, for the reason that 
I have not noted a similar trend in any other 
year. Ordinarily the percentage of inbred horses 
among 2-year-old stakes winners is about the 
same as that among older horses, and among all 
Thoroughbreds, for that matter. But if the 1936 
results are repeated in 1937 or 1938, then we shall 
have to admit something in this precocity argu- 
ment, or do some high-powered explaining.

There are an endless number of interesting 
angles to this inbreeding business, and I leave 
most of them untouched for the simple reason 
that they are endless. But, if I may mention one 
point, in the above list will be seen something of 
the perennial doubling up of the Domino blood. 
Juliet W. is by High Time, himself with three 
crosses of Domino, and her dam has another close 
cross of the same blood. Gene Wagers is inbred 
to Ultimus, which was by a son of Domino from 
a daughter of Domino. He Did is inbred to Com- 
mando, son of Domino and sire of Ultimus. Bit 
of Sorrow is inbred to Peter Pan, by Commando. 
Yellow Tulip, Jack Patches, and Billy Bee are all 
inbred to Luke McLuke, son of Ultimus; these 
three horses are all by Jean Valjean (whose dam 
was sired by Luke McLuke) and all of them have 
for dam or grandam the Luke McLuke mare Yel- 
low Blossom. In this connection, I hasten to ex- 
plain that there is no pressing reason for breed- 
ers to burn any midnight oil trying to arrange 
Luke McLuke inbreeding in their 1937 matings. 
The explanation lies simply in the fact that Jean 
Valjean is a pretty good sire and most of the 
better mares at Keeneland Stud, where Jean Val- 
jean stands, are descended from Luke McLuke.

SIRES OF DAMS OF WINNERS, 1936 


TALLIONS come late to the list of leading 

sires of broodmares, many of them after their 
deaths. Once there, they frequently remain for 
a good while. Generally, there are fewer changes, 
from year to year, in the ranks of leading brood- 
mare sires than among sires of winners or sires 
of winning 2-year-olds. Chief reason for this, 
probably, is that a stallion must, except in un- 
usual cases, have a large number of daughters in 
stud service to rank among the leaders, and that 
he is likely to remain among the leaders so long 
as this number is not greatly diminished. 

At any rate, patterns among leading brood- 
mare sires change slowly. And the pattern, gen- 
erally, shows a predominance of stallions from 
the lines of Domino, Ben Brush, *Rock Sand, and 
Fair Play. For 1936 there were five stallions of 
the Domino tribe among the 20 leaders, two Fair 
Plays, three Ben Brushe~ one *Rock Sand. That 
this is no unusual situation is evidenced by the 
fact that for the last seven years, of the 140 
names which appear on the leading broodmare 
sire lists (including many repetitions), 65 are 
from one of these four male lines. Three stal- 
lions have been among the leaders for all of the 
seven years: Fair Play, Broomstick, and Sweep. 
In five of the seven, Peter Pan, Ultimus, and Pen- 
nant have appeared. 

The leader for 1936 was the highly inbred High 
Time, which stands at C. T. Fisher’s Dixiana. 
High Time had 37 mares which produced 65 win- 
ners of 196 races and $242,919. He first reached 
the leaders in 1934, when he was eighteenth. In 
1935 he was third. 

Fair Play, second on the 1936 list, had led the 
broodmare sires in 1931 and 1934, had been sec- 
ond in 1930, third in 1933, fifth in 1935, eighth 
in 1932. Sixty-four of his daughters produced 98 
winners of 300 races and $219,547. Sweep, which 
was third, had 66 producing mares, which also 
produced 98 winners, but no other broodmare sire 
could show as many races won as Fair Play’s 
300. Sweep was second in this respect with 258. 

The 1935 leader, *“Wrack, was in seventh place 
in 1936. It was the sixth successive year that he 
had appeared among the 20 leaders, never worse 
than ninth. There were only two newcomers to 
the list. One was Campfire, the other *Sarma- 
tian. Campfire earned his position with 32 pro- 
ducing daughters, which produced 48 winners, 
but *Sarmatian’s position was due almost wholly 
to one horse. This was Granville, out of *Sar- 
matian’s daughter Gravita.
